App roval : Project was approved on 7 December 1967 by tho Deputy 
Eircctor for Support, The file does not reflect'any coordination 
with official organizations outside the Agency, 

Responsi b ility: The Office of Security had responsibility for . 
carrying out the operation. The project was originated by the 
Deputy Director for Support. Clippings were to be submitted by 
each Field Office to an officer in Security Research Staff. 

The Operation : As indicated above, the operation consisted of 
securing clippings of campus newspapers and other press media 
pertaining to campus protests and;demonstrations. Where possible, 
clippings were to be submitted mounted on Icttcr-sizo paper. Such 
clippings were collected by all the domestic Field Offices. On 
8 January 1971, in a 'memorandum to all. Field Offices, the following 
guidelines were established: . *

a. No attempt should bo made to recruit nexr informants or 

sources, such as campus or policeiofficials, for the express pur¬ 
pose of obtaining information regarding dissident groups, individ¬ 
uals, or activities. j ' • * 

b. No new request for such information should be levied on 
existing informants or sources. This memorandum also stated that 
tho above’ limitations do not preclude-acceptance of information 
gratuitously offered by informants or,-sources, and field personnel 
should continue to be on the alert for non-solicited information 
which might contribute to the protection of Agency personnel,
